As national figures across the 
land spoke of their shock and grief 
over the shooting yesterday of 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace, local figures joined in de- 
nunciation of political violence. 

Irvin Brant, an honorary Col- 
onel in the Wallace for Presi- 
dent campaign and Frederick 
County chairman who was present

Supporters and opponents of the 
Governor joined Brant in their 
feelings. State Senator Edward 
Thomas said, “The outrageous 
shooting of Gov. Wallace is tra- 
gic to say the least. Our sym- 
pathy and prayers go out to the 
Governor, his wife and family. 
It is a terrible feeling; and all 


so senseless. Violence is no 
answer when there is a differ- 
ence of opinion. This is a sad 
and shocking bit of news. . . 
horrifying, and disturbing. 

U. S. Senator J. Glenn Beall 
Jr., said, “l am shocked and 
distressed to hear that Gov. Wal- 
lace has been shot and I hope and 
pray for his safe recovery. It 
is indeed tragic that in the great- 
est free country in the world. 
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this kind of violence could oc- 
cur. It is a cruel form of in- 
tolerance that denies a man the 
right to express his views while 
participating in a free and open 
election.” 

Seaven G. Gordon of the Fred- 
erick NAACP said that, “It ii 
always tragic and sad when any- 
one gets shot but my immediate 
reaction was that I was glad 
it did not happen in Frederick 
County and" that no blacks were 
involved in the shooting.” 

Dr. Bill Rodgers, delegate can- 
didate on the McGovern slate 
from Frederick said, “It is a 
sad commentary on the state of 
affairs that men of varying points 
of view are not safe to express 
those points of view in a pres- 
idential campaign. The Frederick 
McGovern volunteers deeply ab- 
hor the violence that has stricken 
Gov. Wallace and we extend our 
shared concern to the Wallace 
family.” 

Delegate Joseph R. Raymond, 
chairman of the Maryland 
McGovern campaign committee, 
stated further, “Out of respect 
for Gov. Wallace and in accord 
with Senator McGovern’s wish- 
es, the Maryland McGovern for 
President campaign will cease 
all active campaigning as of this 
moment. We have already in- 
stituted action to cancel all tel- 
evision and radio advertise- 
s. We have ceased telephone 
canvassing, door to door can- 
vassing and all leafleting oper- 
ations. The affect of this action 
on the McGovern candidacy is 
irrelevant when compared to the I 
violent action of which Gov. Wal- 
lace was the victim and all of 
us in Maryland express our deep- 
est sympathies to his wife and 
family and pray for his speedy j 
recovery.” 

I Nationally, supporters and op- 
ponents of the Governor denounc- 
ed the shooting in Laurel. 
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Two of his opponents can- 
celled some of Their campaign 
appearances. Many officials re- 
called the assassinations of 
Martin Luther King Jr., John 
F. Kennedy and Robert F. Ken- 
nedy, and lamented for the 
state of the nation. 

Sen. George McGovern of 
South Dakota, the liberal who 
defeated Wallace last' week in 
(he Nebraska Democratic presi- 
dential primary, said in Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., “I’m totally 
shocked by this savage act. If 
we’ve gotten to the point in this 
country where a public figure 
can’t speak out on the issues of 
the day and seek the presiden- 
cy without being shot, then I 
tremble for the future of our 
nation.” 

He added, “We can only hope 
and pray for the speedy recov- 
ery of Gov. Wallace and we can 
only say a prayer for our coun- 
try.*’ 

He said he was suspending 
until further notice all cam- 
paigning for the presidential 
nomination. 

Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
who last week defeated Wallace 
in the West Virginia Democrat- 
ic presidential primary, rushed 
to the hospital where Wallace, 
his main opponent in Maryland, 
was being treated. Humphrey 
said he planned to go on late 
Monday with a planned tele- 
vision broadcast from Balti- 
more beamed to Michigan and 
Maryland. 

“All I can say is, it’s a sad 


business,” Humphrey tol( 
newsmen. “It’s terrible tha 
these things happen. It’s get 
ting so you don’t know what’i - 
going to happen in our countr; 
anymore in politics.” 

President Nixon personal!; 
called Mrs. Wallace at her hus 
band’s bedside and offered hi, 
hope and prayers for the candi 
date’s recovery. 


Deploring the “senseless ant 
tragic incident,” Nixon said tht 
nation has suffered "more that 
enough already from the intro 
sion of violence into its politica 
processes. We must all stanc 
together to eliminate its vicioui 
threat to our public life.”
